Public opinion in Atlanta supports a 
late primary. Most civic-minded groups 
are in favor of a late vote not only be- 
cause of the lame-duck aspect but be- 
cause the people themselves want more 
time to weigh the issues and the candi- 
dates. Early primaries tend to obscure 
both. 

For some: reason or other, Mayor 
Hartsfield is insisting upon the early date. 
He obviously is being supported by Rep. 
Smith, who is opposing the other three 
members of the Fulton delegation to 
thwart a measure which is popular and 
which should be approved. Unless Rep. 
Smith signs the bill, it will die in the 
House. 2 

What are the mayor’s motives in op- 
posing the late primary? We predict that 
this question will become a major issue 
in any early primary if that is what we 
must have. We predict further that those 
responsible for the early date will be held 
accountable by the voters themselves. 


The Constitution opposes early pri- 
maries in Atlanta and elsewhere as a 
matter of principle. We hope to see the 
day when all of Georgia will agree on 
uniform dates for state, county’ and 
municipal primaries and make them a 
matter of law. The present system is 
cumbersome, costly and undemocratic. 

Rep. Smith and Mayor Hartsfield 
would: profit by going along with the 
community in this matter. Unless they 
do, they run the risk of adverse political 
consequences. 

The public will not countenance such 
high-handed flaunting of the majority will 
on the part of their elected representa- 
tives. 
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Questions on Soil Bank 
Are Pertinent, Timely 


It looks like the Georgia delegation in 
Congress may have hit pay dirt in their 
examination of the soil bank program. 
As presently administered, it still 
amounts to what it did during the 1956 
election campaign—a politically conceived 
program that is operated for political 
purposes. 

Southern farmers—regardless of ra- 
tionalizing about the complexities of the 
program—are getting the short end of the 
deal. Funds are being handed out for 
their political effect in states where the 
GOP is in trouble. 


Secretary Benson has demonstrated 
that he has no understanding of the 
problems of the Southern farmer or if he 
does cares nothing about them. Sen. Her- 
man Talmadge and the other members of 
the Georgia delegation are right in putting 
the blame where it belongs—in the hands 
of Benson himself. 


No national farm program makes sense 
to Southerners when a state such as 
Georgia is allocated less than 11 million 
dollars for cotton acreage while Kansas 
is allowed more than 81 million dollars 
for wheat. 

It’s a good thing that banks where you 
deposit money aren’t operated like the 
soil bank program. If they were, there 
would have to be a permanent bank holi- 
day for all of them except those in the 
Midwest and those designed for the big- 
gest fellow at the front of the line. 

Obviously something is wrong. Geor- 
gians in Congress are right in insisting on 
explanations and corrections of the un- 
fair operation of this program.

Why Make a Mockery 
Of Efforts at Zoning? 


We find ourselves in understanding 
sympathy with Aldermen Milton Farris 
and Hamilton Douglas in their caustic 
comments about the Atlanta zoning 
system. 

Mr. Farris declares it’s ineffective. 

Mr. Douglas says, “Let’s quit pretend- 
ing we have zoning in this city.” 

Crux of the matter is that the board 
of aldermen, often under political pres- 
sure, overrules the zoning committee. 
This is wrong. And the board is too often 
guilty of it to make any effective expla- 
nation of its actions in this field. 

But Mr. Farris’ angry threat to go back 
to “ward courtesy” would be to retreat to 
an even more hopeless situation. The po- 
litical pressure on ward representatives 
would be almost impossible to circumvent. 
Under this plan we literally would have 
no zoning. 

We see all about us the blights caused 
by lack of planning and zoning. The fu- 
ture of the city is too important for 
piecemeal decisions. The zoning commit- 
tee seeks to act for the welfare of the 
whole city. For the board then to reverse 
the zoning committee is productive of 
what we have—in effect an abandonment 
of zoning laws. And that is bad for us 
all, including the board of aldermen whith, 
likely has lost more political friendships | 
than it has gained by attempting to please 
everybody.

Tie Chargeback Action 
To Current Financing . 


There is still considerable uncertainty 
over just what it would mean to the 
200 county and city school systems in the 
state. 

Under the foundation program, each 
of the systems is required to pay part 
of the cost of schools locally in accord- 
ance with a so-called+ economic index 
which measures the ability of each to pay. 
This formula was frozen to the 1953 in- 
dex and it stands to reason there have 
been changes since that time. 

While repeal of the chargeback freeze 
perhaps is fair and inevitable, it should 
be accompanied also by current financing 
of the minimum foundation program in 
all its phases—pupils and capital outlay. 
Otherwise the same conditions which 
caused the freeze will return—some com- 
munities will shirk their just share of 
the load locally, shifting more of their 
burden to the state. 

If accompanied by current financing 
of the foundation program, unfreezing 
the chargeback could result in a more 
equitable distribution of school costs. 
Otherwise, it would result in penalizing 
some counties and communities for the 
benefit of others. 

It is unwise to consider the school 
problem merely in phases. Raising teach- 
ers’ salaries is a desirable goal but equally 
desirable is current per pupil expendi- 
tures for classrooms, equipment and 
transportation.

In turn, these private physicians benefit from their 
association with the medical school by keeping 
constantly up to date on the latest thinking, the 
latest developments and the latest scientific re- 
search in their specialized fields as well as through 
the prestige of being members of the faculty of a 
medical school. 


2. Another group of private practitioners who 
are especially interested in teaching and in the op- 
portunity to carry on research, have formed a part- 
nership known as the Emory University Clinic. 
This partnership has made an agreement with the 
medical school under the terms of which Emory 
provides the partners with space and facilities near 
the Emory University Hospital (which they pay 
for) and makes the hospital itself available for 
their patients. For their part, the doctors give about 
a quarter of their time under school assignment to 
teaching and research work in the school. In this 
way, these men earn their own livings through pri- 
vate practice in the Clinic and, at the same time, 
make an important contribution to medical teach- 
ing and community medical care. Much of their 
teaching is done at Grady Hospital and they carry 
a good share of the patient care load there in ad- 
dition to their teaching at Emory. 


SAFEGUARDS MAINTAINED 
Emory has made every effort to guard against 
two dangers in its relationship with the Emory 
University Clinic: In the first place, avoiding even 
the appearance of interference in the affairs of this 
ivate partnership, we have kept the University 


pri 
itself out of the private practice of medicine. In 
doing it, we have had to limit the authority of our 


own medical school department heads over the 
members of the Clinic as to their private practice. 
In the second place, working with the partners in 
the Clinic, we have tried to avoid even the appear- 
ance of supporting an organization which would 
provide unfair competition té the other private 
physicians of the community. The Clinic has been 
set up by its members on what is known as a re- 
ferral basis—that is to say, patients from Atlanta 
may come to the Clinic only if they have been sent 
there by their own doctors. The fact is that a ma- 
jority of the people who are cared for by Clinic 
doctors are referred from outside the Atlanta area. 


In any case, it is important for you to under- 
stand that only by utilizing the services of (1) full- 
time teachers, (2) volunteer teachers from the 
medical profession in Atlanta, and (3) doctors 
who earn their own income while teaching, can 
Emory train its students and provide the medical 
care which it contributes to Atlanta through Grady 
Hospital. Much could also be said of the work 
which Emory doctors do at places like the Veterans 
Hospital, Henrietta Egleston Hospital for children, 
Aidmore Convalescent Hospital for Crippled Chil- 
dren, and others—but there is not space here to go 
into detail. 

Emory’s job in carrying on all these activities 
has been made tremendously more difficult by sev- 
eral things: 

—Failure, or unwillingness, on the part of some 
to understand the nature of Emory’s responsibility 
and work at Grady Hospital. We hope you under- 
stand, now, what Emory does at Grady and why, 
and that the solution of problems at Grady is an 
obligation which Emory shares with the Fulton- 
DeKalb.

Fortunately, Emory also has Crawford Long 
Hospital, which is available for the patients of our 
volunteer teachers and for a large number of other 
Atlanta doctors. And particularly fortunate, too, 
is the fact that Atlanta has a number of very fine 
general hospitals with staffs of great competence, 
which share the responsibility and the challenge 
of making Atlanta a major medical center. Many 
doctors from the staffs of these hospitals work also 
as volunteer Emory faculty members, serving pa- 
tients and teaching at Grady. 

The people of Atlanta have been led to believe, 
by some recent statements, either that Emory has 
not been willing to reveal, openly and publicly, 
what its policies are in the field of medical educa- 
tion or that it doesn’t have clearly-defined policies. 
The fact is that our policies have been repeatedly 
stated and publicized. In this statement, we want to 
go one step further: You will find below a list of 
the objectives and policies of the Emory University 
School of Medicine. Although they have been firm 
and consistent for years, they are continually under 
study by Emory’s trustees with competent profes- 
sional advice. 

Medical faculty members have ample oppor- 
tunity to take part in discussion, criticism, and 
review of policy.

Southeastern farmers are using 
twice as much fertilizer and pay- 
ing more than three times as much 
for it than they did in 1939. 
Consumption jumped from 4,329,- 
300 tons in 1939 to 8,210,900 tons .in 
1954 in a 12-state area compris 
|Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee; the Carolinas and 
Virginias, Maryland, Delaware and 
Kentucky. 

The cost rise was from $117 mil- 
lion- to $396.6 million, the latter 
figure representing “‘by far” the 
greatest regional expenditure for 
fertilizers in the nation. 
Georgia’s 1954 consumption of 
1,240,538 tons was second in the 
region only to North Carolina's 
1,396,400 tons. It was 44 per cent 
higher than the state’s 1939 usage, 
according to the Census Bureau- 
based study issued by Merrill C. 
Lofton, Atlanta field manager of 
the U.S. Department of Commerce. 
The use of lime to “sweeten’”’ 
the Southeast’s farms increased 
from 2.1 million tons to 3.4.million 
tons during the period, Lofton said.
